Crane named commissioner

Romulus funeral director 
Bill Crane was finally offi¬ 
cially named to the Romulus 
Historical Commission on 
Monday night by the City Coun¬ 
cil. 

Also selected was local 
businessman and former Ro¬ 
mulus Chamber of Commerce 
President Mark Lewkowicz. 

Rejected by the council by a 
4-3 vote was Ken Whitman, 
husband of the Romulus His¬ 
torical Society’s President Ju¬ 


dith Whitman. 

Whitman has been continu¬ 
ally asking what the delay was 
in the naming of the Historical 
Society’s nominees for the past 
two or three months. 

She said the Society had 
presented as usual their three 
nominees for the commission 
last December in plenty of 
time for council action last 
January. 

For some reason it took two 
meetings of the council’s three 
member Advisory Committee 
to settle on only two of the 
nominees. 


Whitman revealed that her 
husband has been on the His¬ 
torical Commission for the 
past two years and will con¬ 
tinue serving his original term. 

“Until he is replaced,” one 
city official quippped. 

The “heated battle over a 
relatively minor appointment 
issue - that even included a 
request for an opinion from 
the city attorney -- proves that 
next year’s political campaigns 
are starting early,” one ob¬ 
server at the council meeting 
stated Monday night. 


As predicted the city is 
again asking Romulus voters 
to update the 1970 financial 
levels on three City Charter 
questions to what it considers 
Year 2000 financial rates. 

Five such issues were pre¬ 
sented to the voters on Feb. 22 
and four of the five were re¬ 
jected. 

Mayor William Oakley said 
it appeared those losses were 
caused by some angry resi¬ 
dents, who turned out for what 
was termed a Republican 
Presidential Primary. 

Since the vote that day - ac¬ 
tually George “I Will Not Tell a 
Lie” Washington’s Birthday - 
was not limited to Republi¬ 
cans only, numerous Demo¬ 
crats, military veterans and 
labor forces turned out to re¬ 
portedly vote for GOP candi¬ 
date and former POW Sen. 
John McCain (R-Arizona). 

That heightened the ex¬ 
pected turnout that day and 
caused the unexpected multi¬ 
ple loss, Oakley forces said. 

While a two-year wait is usu¬ 
ally in vogue following such a 
loss, city legal forces rewrote 
the charter questions and sent 
them back to the state Attor¬ 
ney General’s office for recon¬ 
sideration. 

City Clerk Linda Choate re¬ 
cently received word from Gov. 
John Engler that the three re¬ 
written questions can be 
placed on the same ballot as 
the Romulus School District’s 
trustee vote. 

It is hoped by some in the 
Oakley administration that a 
small turnout on June 12 for 
the quiet school 'board races 
will give the city a better 
chance to win with voters on 
such non-controversial charter 
issues. 

According to a printed pub¬ 
lic statement from Oakley’s of¬ 
fice “On June i2, citizens of 
Romulus will be deciding 
three ballot proposals. 

“These proposals will up¬ 
date our City Charter,” it con¬ 
tinues “by adjusting spending 
limits to coincide with the in¬ 
flation that has occurred in the 
last 30 years.” 

The proposals are: 


Proposal 1 amend material 
purchases cost from $750 to 
$2,250 for tools, apparatuses or 
any other things without seek¬ 
ing sealed bids after the year 
2001 . 

City Council may then estab¬ 
lish by resolution from time to 
time a greater amount, which 
shall not exceed the increase 
in the Consumer Price Index 
as reported by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Labor. 

Proposal 2 adjust the cost 
from $1,000 to $3,000 for con¬ 
tracts on any public improve¬ 
ments without drawings, 
profiles and estimates. 

Proposal 3 adjust the cost 
from $1,000 to $3,000 the 
amount of any city contracts 
for public improvements or 
the purchase of any materials, 
tools, apparatuses without ob¬ 
taining a majority from the 
City Council. 

These changes will speed 
up city governmental actions 
and add to the number of.bid¬ 
ders, Oakley forces said.

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Mams principal faces 
embezzlement charges

A prominent Wayne- 
Westland educator, who at one 
time was on the short list as a 
candidate for the superinten¬ 
dent’s job in the Wayne- 
Westland Community School 
District, was to make a court 
appearance yesterday to an¬ 
swer to charges of embezzling 
school funds. 

The educator, Celestine 
Sanders, who serves as princi¬ 
pal at Adams Middle School in 
Wayne, was to be arraigned be¬ 
fore 17th District Court Judge 
Kathleen J. McCann. 

Sanders, 52, was to appear 
in the Livonia courtroom bet¬ 
ween the hours of 11 a.m. and 
11:30 a.m. with her attorney at 
her side, according to a court 
official. 

The change of court venue, 
from the city of Westland 
where the alleged embezzle¬ 
ment occurred, to Livonia, was 
necessitated because 18th Dis- 
trict Court Judges, Gail 
McKnight, and C. Charles 
Bokos disqualified themselves 
from hearing the case because 
they apparently were acquain¬ 
tances of the defendant. 


Most of the teachers 
and students were in 
shock . 


In fact, the two Westland 
judges conducted Law Day 
programs at Adams Middle 
School this year with Sanders 
in presence. 

At her arraignment, 
Sanders will be asked by the 
judge to answer to the charges 
as they appear in the warrant. 
She is charged with 15 counts 
of embezzlement. The defen¬ 
dant may stand mute to the 
charge or enter a plea of “not 
guilty”. 

After the usually brief ex¬ 
change between defendant 
and judge, the judge will set 
bond and a date for the defen¬ 
dant’s next official court ap¬ 
pearance, usually for the 
defendants pre-trial examina¬ 
tion. 


McCann, assigned to hear 
the case by the State Court Ad¬ 
ministrative Office, may also 
ask the defendant if she would 
prefer that the prosecutor’s 
case against her be heard in 
the 18th District Court. 

Kenneth Frazier, of the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s Of¬ 
fice, who successfully pros*- 
ecuted the nine defendants in 
the Melody Theater racketeer¬ 
ing case, signed the warrant 
for Sanders’ 

arrest. 

Sanders has served as prin¬ 
cipal at Adams Middle School 
for seven years. She has been a 
Wayne-Westland board of edu¬ 
cation employee for 30 years. 
She was suspended, with pay, 
by Superintendent of Schools, 
Dr. Greg Baracy, when the su¬ 
perintendent learned that 
Sanders was the target of a 
criminal investigation that in¬ 
volved the misuse of school 
funds. 

Detective James Dexter is 
in charge of the case. 

Most of the teachers and stu¬ 
dents were in shock, when they 
learned that Sanders may have 
been involved in embezzling of 
school funds.

A-T Walk raises $10,000

A total of 138 walkers -- 
many wearing the Year 2000 
A-T Hearts of Hope T-shirts - 
raised over $10,000 in an effort 
to find a cure for the tough A-T 
disease that impacts the life of 
a Romulus family and hun¬ 
dreds of others across the U.S. 

The disease is officially 
known as Ataxia- 
Telangiectasia (A-T), and ac¬ 
cording to the national group, 
it is “like having muscular dys¬ 
trophy, cystic fibrosis, cerebral 
palsy and cancer all rolled 
into one.” 

The local A-T patient — 
Bradley Bills - spearheaded 
the sun-covered walk Saturday 
morning by riding in an elec¬ 
tric wheelchair at the head of 
the official annual parade. 

This is the third year such a 
parade was conducted in Ro¬ 
mulus. 

Protecting the walkers in 
the front and rear were Ro¬ 
mulus Police and Fire Depart¬ 
ment units - including one car 
carrying Mayor William 
Oakley and Police Chief 
Charles Kirby. 

After the two-mile walk was 
completed, the participants 
enjoyed a free hot-dog lunch at 
Wick Elementary School sup¬ 
plied by Dennis Swaney — 


owner and manager of the Ro¬ 
mulus IGA. 

In addition scores of prizes 
were presented to children 
and adults, who paid $15 or 
more to the AT Childrens Pro¬ 
ject headquartered in Florida. 

The money will be used to 
supply international grants for 
clinical trials, gene therapy 
and oxidative stress involved 
in the A-T cure effort. 

Earlier in the week, the A-T 
Lunch Bunch at Barth Ele¬ 
mentary School raised $855 
with a Monday night spaghetti 
dinner. 

Cited for providing the ma¬ 
jority of the work effort for the 
dinner were Kay and Larry 
Camilleri, who currently have 
five of their own children at¬ 
tending Romulus schools. 

Witnesses said the couple 
prepared over 50 pounds of 
spaghetti, sauce, salad and 
breadsticks that night. 

Denise Bills said another 
$646 was raised at Barth 
School with the selling of 
“large hearts” symbolizing the 
national “A-T Hearts of Hope” 
campaign for this year. 

Swaney also raised another 
$130 with the selling of similar 
hearts that were posted on the 
windows, walls and doors of 
his Goddard Road store.

Diving -- or belly flop - sea¬ 
son begins tomorrow when the 
Bailey Recreation Center Pool 
opens at noon tomorrow. 

On fair days, the heated 
pool usually attracts 400 swim¬ 
mers a day. 

Regular hours are noon-3:30 
p.m. and 4:30-7:30 p.m. seven 
days a week, but hours are 
shortened until school gets 
out. Call (734) 722-7620 for 
times. 

Cost per session is $2 per 
child and $3 per adult for resi¬ 
dents, and $3 and $4 for non¬ 
residents. Resident season 
swim passes are $50 for the 
first family member and $35 
for each additional one. Non¬ 
resident season passes are $70 
for the first family member 
and $55 for each additional 
one. 

The most economical swim 
is on Teen Night, 8-9:30 p.m. 
Tuesday, for $1. 

The pool features a water 
slide limited to children 48 
inches tall and above. For in¬ 
fants children, there is a baby 
proof pool. 

Swimming lessons are avail¬ 
able summer mornings, from 9 
a.m.-noon Monday-Friday. 

Kayak lessons are available 


for $90 per person beginning 
in the pool on the evening of 
June 22 and ending on the eve¬ 
ning of July 13 at Kensington 
Metro Park. 

A few rules: 

Children under 12 must be 


accompanied by an adult. 

No flotation devices or toys 
will be allowed in the pool. 

No cutoffs allowed in the 
pool. 

And a suggestion: Bring a 
lock for the locker room.

Three political contests 
expected to be close 


Although it is still a good 2.5 months from 
the primary, those running for political of¬ 
fice are busy lining up supporters and rais¬ 
ing money. Political races in Wayne, West- 
land, and Inkster appear to be highly com¬ 
petitive at this juncture. 

Getting out to one of the fastest starts in 
history is former Garden City Mayor Jim 
Plakas. Plakas is one of five Democrats run¬ 
ning for the 22nd District House of Repre¬ 
sentatives seat being vacated by Tom Kelly 
due to term limitations. Plakas has a suit¬ 
case full of money and key support from 
Kelly, the UAW, Wayne Mayor Robert Dick¬ 
erson and Inkster Mayor Hilliard Hampton 

Oddly enough, many people felt Kelly 
and Dickerson would be supporting former 
Wayne Mayor Ken Warfield. The trio spent 
many years together on the Wayne council, 
but, as the old saying goes, politics makes 
strange bedfellows,” and for whatever rea¬ 
son, Warfield will have to get support else¬ 
where. 

Don’t feel sorry for Ken, however He will 
be a formidable candidate. A popular 
politician in Wayne, Warfield will get his 
share of votes in the House district that in¬ 
cludes Wayne, Inkster, and Garden City. 
Highly visible in Wayne and Inkster, 
Warfield’s task will be to see that voters in 
those two cities do not abandon him for 
Plakas. 

Just as interesting will be the 12th Dis¬ 
trict County Commissioner race. Longtime 
incumbent Kay Beard is being challenged 
by current Westland Mayor Robert Thomas 
in the Democratic primary. The district that 
covers, Westland, Inkster and Garden City 
has known no other county representative 
as long as most of us can remember 

The affable Beard covers her district like 
a blanket, attending every function possible 
and taking care of constituent complaints 
in a timely manner Somewhere along the 
line she apparently had a run-in with Coun¬ 
ty Executive Edward McNamara who en¬ 
couraged Thomas to run. Thomas, having 
nothing to lose because his four-year term 


as mayor con- 
tinues until 
2002, agreed. 

Many 

though Beard 
and Thomas 
would change 
positions. In 
other words, rumors had it that Beard 
would run for mayor of Westland. However, 
Beard has emphatically denied these ru¬ 
mors to our reporters, thus setting up an ex¬ 
citing race for the county commission seat 

Term limitations in the 18th District 
have forced Eileen to retire and set up an 
interesting race for that House seat, that in¬ 
cludes most of Westland. Leading Westland 
council vote-getter Glenn Anderson, run¬ 
ning as a Democrat may eventually take on 
the woman he has so adamantly defended 
for the last six months, fired Westland City 
Clerk Patricia Gibbons. 

That’s right, ousted Clerk Gibbons an¬ 
nounced her candidacy as a Republican, 
and will face one of her biggest supporters, 
Anderson Interestingly enough, the ruling 
quorum on the Wesltand City Council. 

Of course, Anderson must first beat 
CounciIwoman Sharon Scott in the Democ¬ 
ratic primary if the face off with Gibbons is 
to take place. 

That ruling quorum, however, will look 
on with interest to see how much political 
power Brenda Gracin’s recall group will 
wield. Will recall supporters get behind 
Gibbons’ candidacy to seriously challenge 
the highly popular Anderson? Will they 
help Anderson defeat Scott, who they are 
trying to recall from the council? Will 
recall supporters work hard to defeat 
Robert Thomas? 

There you have it Three political races 
that promise to be as competitive as any po¬ 
litical contests in recent history. In a year 
when presidential politics appears to be 
quite boring, plan on local candidates giv¬ 
ing us all the excitement we need. 



Where are the cyber-parents? 


Once again last week Sheriff 
Robert Ficano’s cyber-cops have 
nabbed a potential felon, who 
thought he was enticing a young 
girl into a sexual encounter in 
Western Wayne County 

Ironically the accused was a 
man who most of us would have 
thought was “safe” because he 
played the good-guy role in major 
health crisis situations. 

The man - Alan Harris, 50, of 
Whitmore Lake - ordinarily 
would be indeed considered a 
hero in today's society, because he 
flies helicopters in emergency 
cases for the University of Michi¬ 
gan Hospitals. 

And yes even this time, he was 
indeed traveling in the “fast lane” 
and thought he had enticed a 
young girl to the beginning of his 
sexual dream at a popular fast- 
food restaurant on Michigan Av¬ 
enue in Westland 

During the several days of sex¬ 
ual communications on the Inter¬ 
net, sheriff’s deputies say Harris 
is accused of trying to talk the 
young teenager into convincing 



her parents that she was going to 
his private location as a babysit¬ 
ter. 

Harris found out that the teen 
in reality was a strong undercover 
County Detective, who had other 
plans for Harris’ future. 

Harris now could face 7-15 
years in prison if he is convicted 
of the charge of solicitation of a 
minor and solicitation on the In¬ 
ternet- both felonies. 

Thus it has become quite obvi¬ 
ous that Ficano’s cyber-cops are 
doing their jobs well - as 19 such 
sexual predators have been 
nabbed in recent months. 

The state Court of Appeals also 
is battling the problem forcefully 
as it recently upheld the Sheriff’s 
Department’s actions in such cas¬ 
es. 


Last Sunday night the Touched 
by an Angel television show high¬ 
lighted the problem as a family 
woe and actually the story line 
was written by a woman, who ear¬ 
lier gained notoriety by being in¬ 
volved in the “Monkey Business” 
political sexual caper that ended 
the presidential aspirations of 
Sen. Gary Hart 

That woman - then known as 
Donna Rice - has turned her life 
around and has now become a 
strong Christian anti-pornography 
leader 

But this column is not neces¬ 
sarily intended to praise Ficano, 
the courts or Touched by an Angel 
- although all should to be com¬ 
mended highly 

It is intended instead to ask to¬ 
day’s parents and grandparents - 
what is more important - your 
child’s or grandchildren’s safety 
or their privacy? 

If you don’t know the answer 
unfortunately your family’s future 
-both good or bad - may be only a 
click away!

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Support vets, military Sunday 


In a better world, wars would 
be fought to insure peace. 

No veterans’ lives would be 
wasted. The ultimate sacrifice 
would only be made to defend 
freedom or to demonstrate 
that justice triumphs over evil. 

Back at home, the fallen vets 
would be honored and respected. 
Memorial Day parades would 
flourish. 

But the world is neither better 
or worse, it’s only a world where 
wars rage out of control, veterans 
often die in vain, and not enough 
Memorial Day parades are held. 

Fortunately Western Wayne 
County has the Wayne-Westland 
parade Sunday at one o’clock, 
marching from Cherry Hill, down 
Wayne Road, and ending at the 
Veterans Memorial in Wayne, 
next to the library. 

Featuring veterans, marching 
bands from Wayne Memorial and 
John Glenn high schools, scout 
troops, and Wayne-Westland’s Ju¬ 
nior Miss, it will be worth watch¬ 
ing. 

Believing in Memorial Day Pa¬ 
rades, I want to encourage read¬ 
ers who share my enthusiasm to 
turn out and reverse the decline 
in attendance. 

“We’re looking for a bigger 
turnout,” said Dennis Wallot, state 
commander of the Order of the 
Purple Heart during 1999, trea¬ 
surer now. “Please let people 
know that boy scouts will be hand¬ 
ing out big American flags a half 
hour before the parade. 

Wallot, a Belleville resident 
who runs a tax and financial ser¬ 



vice in Westland, won two purple 
hearts in Vietnam, first when he 
fell onto pointed sticks in a 
pungee pit Second when he was 
shot on September 30,1966. 

The second wound ended his 
combat tour. 

’’They sent me to Japan and 
Valley Forge Hospital for a year 
and then home,” he said. “I’m 
glad I served in Vietnam and feel 
fortunate to come home.” 

Now he has an artificial leg, 
arthritis in every bone in his body, 
and has been on medication 
for 30 years. 

When he returned, the govern¬ 
ment paid for his college educa¬ 
tion, preparing him for his suc¬ 
cessful career. 

In the meantime he remained 
loyal to veterans, helping less for¬ 
tunate ones through the Michigan 
Order of the Purple Heart, a char¬ 
itable organization that recently 
gave away 19 nursing school 
scholarships, collects and distrib¬ 
utes clothes to vets, and tries to 
help all vets, many of whom have 
been abandoned. 

“It’s a shame,” he said. “I did a 
tour of the state and a lot of these 
veterans are forgotten in hospi¬ 
tals.” 

“Why?” I asked. 

“Right now, unless there’s a 


war, 20-year-old kids don’t know 
about veterans,” he said. “The 
country lost patriotism after Viet¬ 
nam. Now we have soldiers in 133 
countries and we have to send 
National Guard troops to Bosnia” 

Wallot said that people can 
contribute to the Order of the Pur¬ 
ple Heart by calling 800-582-0079. 

But what can people do to sup¬ 
port the military. 

One thing is to contact US Rep. 
Lynn Rivers, who Wallot says sup¬ 
ports veterans “100 percent” 

Thursday morning I had a 
chance to talk to Rivers at one of 
the coffee klatches she hosts for 
residents. 

I had contacted her to find out 
how she voted on the recent mea¬ 
sure to bring the troops home 
from Kosovo by a certain date un¬ 
less our European allies begin to 
pay their share of the mission’s 
cost in money and manpower. 
With the United States carrying 
our allies, many of them rich and 
boasting large armies, the burden 
falls on our poorly paid, over¬ 
worked soldiers. 

The measure passed the 
House but failed in the Senate. 

If more citizens spend Memori¬ 
al Day honoring our veterans and 
respecting our military, perhaps 
enough citizens in other congres¬ 
sional districts will begin to pay as 
much attention to military and 
foreign affairs as the people who 
live in our district and elected 
Rivers to, in part, watch over our 
shortchanged soldiers and forgot¬ 
ten veterans. 


Unions can be own worst enemies 


Once in a while a provision in 
a union contract or a grievance 
filed by a union unfairly reflects 
on all unions as greedy and un¬ 
reasonable. One such instance 
was reported in the May 21st De¬ 
troit News. 

The firefighters’ union in War¬ 
ren has filed a grievance for a 
rookie fireman who is claiming a 
10 percent premium over his 
base pay for the rest of his career 
simply because he worked one 
eight-hour shift as a paramedic. 

The rookie fireman is the 
nephew of a Warren City Council¬ 
man, who supports the grievance. 

A current Warren Fire Com¬ 
missioner disputes that interpre¬ 
tation of the union contract 



(which has expired) saying it 
would be an abuse of the system. 

According to the News article, 
Warren has 45 of its 179 firefight¬ 
ers collecting the 10 percent para¬ 
medic premium. Of the 45, four 
are no longer assigned to para¬ 
medic duty. All four hold the rank 
of captain. Those four would 
seem to set the precedent to sup¬ 
port the rookie’s grievance. 

Of course, as the saying goes,

“it takes two to tango.” Why would 
a city council approve a union 
contract, negotiated by the admin¬ 
istration, containing such a ludi¬ 
crous provision? That smacks of a 
“rubber stamp” council. 


Warren just recently revoked a 
policy that allowed firefighters to 
take a one-day promotion the day 
before retirement to increase the 
base for their pensions. Some re¬ 
tired with pensions higher than 
their best base pay during their 
careers. 

Warren still allows firemen to 
“fill in” for each other so sick days 
and leaves are not used. The 
stockpiled or “banked” days are 
then added to their base pay in 
calculating pensions. 

As rare as this kind of abuse is, 
it partly explains the reluctance 
of some towns with volunteer 
(non-union) fire departments to 
convert to full-time (unionized) 
departments.

Q: What are some of the effects of aging on the teeth and mouth?

We have all heard of the saying, “long 
in the tooth”, to refer to someone who is elderly. Well, that is a reference to the 
periodontal disease which so often affects the elders of our population. 
Periodontal, or gum disease, is a progressive loss of the bones and gum tissue 
which attach the teeth to the mouth. Gum disease is not an inevitable part of 
growing older, but is certainly more prevalent among the elderly. 


Dry mouth is also a common problem seen in older individuals. This so often is 
a direct result of multiple medications taken by the elderly. These medicines, 
while necessary for maintenance of overall health, often will have the side 
effect of reducing the salivary flow in themouth. As a result of this, patients 
with dry mouth are more susceptible to cavities, 
especially on the exposed roots of their teeth. 


These are just tow of the multiple problems which older 
individuals may face with their teeth and mouth. In the 
coming weeks, I will take a look at some of these other 
concerns.

Romulus fire department controversy confusing 
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To the Editor: 

I’m a little confused about the re¬ 
cent controversy surrounding the 
Romulus Fire Department I am not 
aware that there exists any serious 
problem with the operations of the 
Fire Department I am not aware of 
any fire situation that was not re¬ 
sponded to or extinguished or of 
any rescue run that was ignored. 
Speaking as someone who once was 
involved in the Romulus Fire De¬ 
partment under a former Fire Chief 
and as the wife of the Captain of 
Fire station #2,1 know first-hand of 
the hard work care, dedication, and 
dependability of our Firefighters. 

Unlike full-time Fire Depart¬ 
ment whose members tend to be¬ 
come all too consumed by such 
things as wage increases, health, re¬ 
tirement, and pension benefits, at¬ 
tendance and discipline matters, 
residency, etc., the Romulus Fire¬ 
fighters are, on the other hand, con¬ 
sumed with dedication and concern 
for their community. When they re¬ 
spond to an emergency situation, 
they do so out of a personal sense of 
duty and commitment And they do 
this because they care. Never have 
they responded to a scene and 
found themselves in a position 
where they could not pump water 
as was the case with the City of De¬ 
troit’s full-time Fire Department In 
comparison to some full-time de¬ 
partments comparable to our com¬ 
munity, our equipment is top-notch 
We have the latest technology, 
equipment and personal safety 
gear. The safety of the firefighters 
always has and I’m sure still is as 
important as the health, safety and 
welfare of our citizens and commu¬ 
nity. Our part-paid volunteers are 
given the exact same training as any 
full-time department gives its fire¬ 
fighters and our guys obtain this 
training on their own time. 

Whenever there is a major inci¬ 
dent in other communities such as 


Wayne, Taylor or at the Airport, 
these Departments do not hesitate 
to call in our Romulus Firefighters. 
These other communities know 
that they can count on these very 
fine individuals to drop whatever 
they are doing, no matter what time 
of the day or night and just come a- 
running A classic example of this is 
when Flight 255 went down at 
Metro or the fuel tank farm fire in 
Taylor, or the large fire on Michigan 
Avenue in Wayne, Michigan. 

Several years ago, a study was 
done by a former Fire Chief into the 
feasibility of starting up a full-time 
department Each of our fire sta¬ 
tions would have had to be signifi¬ 
cantly altered to accommodate both 
male and female personnel as man¬ 
dated by the State even back then. 
The liability insurance itself would 
have been terribly costly for such a 
small community as ours. The City 
would have had to significantly 
raise the taxes of our citizens and 
for absolutely no additional benefit 
It was easily determined that the 
cost was very prohibitive when tak¬ 
ing into consideration the tax base 
of our community and that people 
do not like high taxes. 

This city has not changed that 
much since that study was done. We 
would still not receive any better 
coverage; as a matter of fact, we 
would have less coverage, because 
the City could only afford to have 2 
or 3 men per shift per station. The 
City would still have to keep the 
part-paid volunteers to augment the 
coverage. Just how fair would it be 
to these individuals who have given 
so much for so long to now fight 
fires along side a full-time firefight¬ 
er with the same training, doing the 
same job who is being paid a hand¬ 
some salary but the part-paid volun¬ 
teer is given what amounts to noth¬ 
ing more than gas money. I for one 
feel that the City could find a better 
use for my tax dollar then to spend 


it on a full-time fire department 
that does not give me any more 
bang for my buck than what I al¬ 
ready have with our current fire de¬ 
partment 

I’ve been talking with quite a few 
of our firefighters and they seem to 
be happy with their Fire Depart¬ 
ment just as it is. Most do not want 
to give up their regular job and 
wish to continue their fire fighting 
activities during their off-work 
hours. There should never be a 
problem with coverage because 
where one station on rare occasions 
may be short 1 or 2 people during 
any particular time of the day, there 
is still the firefighters from the oth¬ 
er three fire stations who will al¬ 
ways fill in. To the 2 or 3 individuals 
who may be unhappy with their reg¬ 
ular job (if they even have one) and 


who love being a firefighter so 
much that they want to be on a full¬ 
time department. I would suggest 
that these people apply for a job as 
a firefighter at a full-department 
where money, benefits and career 
are the priority. As for me. I’ll take a 
committed, caring, dedicated, well- 
trained group of volunteers who re¬ 
side right here in our own company. 

Now, if I have missed the mark 
with regard to just what all the fuss 
is about, I would appreciate know¬ 
ing just what is it that makes people 
think that this community would be 
better off with a full-time fire de¬ 
partment that would probably boost 
the cost to the City by 300 to 400% 
without providing any additional 
actual benefit or sense of comfort

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Recall members turned in petitions 
with about 4,000 signatures to West- 
land^ city clerks office Friday. Petitions 
called for an election to change 
Westland’s city charter to allow 
voters to elect the city’s clerk. Cur¬ 
rently the city council appoints 
Westland’s clerk, a $75,000 per 
year position, for a two-year term. 

Only 2,714 register voters’ sig¬ 
natures are required, but the 
group turned in about 1,300 extras 
to insure enough valid signatures, 


and to confirm the proposal’s 
strength with voters. 

The desire for an elected clerk 
gained momentum after the city 
council voted not to rehire former 
Clerk Pat Gibbons, a popular 23- 
year city employee. 

The petition proposal reads: 
“Commencing in the year 2001, 
and every four years thereafter, 
there shall be an elected clerk. 
The clerk’s term of office shall 
commence at 12:00 noon on Janu¬ 


ary 01 following the election, and 
shall expire at 12:00 noon four 
years later” 

Clerk Joan Seaberg will verify 
or reject the signatures. If at least 
2,714 are valid, the Wayne County 
Election Bureau will be asked to 
set an election date. Recall work¬ 
ers have requested that the elec¬ 
tion be put on the August primary 
ballot to save the city the cost of a 
special election, an estimated 
$30,000.

Veterans 
Memorial 
may move 

Council votes $50,000 
seed money approved to 
remove Memorial from 
roar of Ford Road traffic

So veterans who sacrificed 
their lives defending freedom 
may not have to continue sacrific¬ 
ing their deaths to noisy Ford 
Road, the city council voted to 
contribute $50,000 move the Vet¬ 
erans Memorial from the front of 
city hall. 

“The memorial can hardly be 
seen by people driving down 
Ford,” said Robert Watkins, a 
member of the Veterans Parade 
Council. “We feel the fallen veter¬ 
ans deserve better They deserve 
a memorial that they can park 
near, walk up to, and view in qui¬ 
et And people deserve to be able 
to see it, too.” 

The Ford Road roar has be¬ 
come so upsetting to veterans that 
they held last year’s Memorial 
Day ceremony at the city hall flag 
pole between Bailey Recreation 
Center and the back of city hall. 
Watkins called it the best Memori¬ 
al ceremony ever. 

Before coming to council with 
the request, Watkins polled all of 
Westland’s veterans organiza¬ 
tions. All agreed: move the Memo¬ 
rial near the flag pole. 

“To any veteran, the Veterans 
Memorial is a sacred thing to re¬ 
mind us that many gave their lives 
so we could enjoy what we have 
today,” he said. “Our request to 
move the Memorial is made out of 
respect to our fallen comrades. As 
long as there is a Memorial - and 
there must be - it should be 
where it can be seen, read, and 
reflected upon.” 

Though veterans and council 
members all want to move the 
memorial, nobody knows how 
much the move will cost Guesses 
ranged from $100,000-$150,000, 
though former Mayor Torn Brown 
feared there was a chance that 
the stone memorial might crack 
during moving 

At first Councilman David Cox 
balked at the expense consider¬ 
ing all the roadwork and other 
citywide improvements council 
could do, but Councilman 
Richard LeBlanc argued that the 
veterans organizations were com¬ 
mitted to the move and that the 
public would support it 

“It’s really not a battle or issue 
that would put us in a most favor¬ 
able light,” he said. 

So council decided to approve 
$50,000 seed money for the 
Memorial, but matching funds 
must be found, a grant or dona¬ 
tions.
